This Sir Carey 4dowgherty being ſo well thought on that 
hee was graced with he dignitic of Knight-hood, made 
Aldermanofthe Cittic of Derry,and ioynced in commiſsion 
with other Iuſtices ofthe Peace in thoſe parts of Irclad: The 
18of Aprill laſt, inuiced Captaine Hartrodinner with his 
wife and little Sonne, and tcaſted them verie long, and that 
in ſuch coſtly and ſumptuous manner, as their extraordina- 
rie andkinde entertainment for thepreſent, & the long vn» 
der-hand louethat hee formerly pretended to ſhewrothe 
Captaine,did quite remooue all feare and fuſpition of any 
treachery to follow.

There was ſuch familiarity betweene Captaine Hartand 
this Sir Carey Adowgherty,ns not log before fir Careybecame” 
his Goflip,and chriltned the Captaine alittle Sonne, & nor 
wweluc monethes before that, Captaine Hart purchaſed of 
him three, thouſand Acres of ground, lying not far from/his 
Caſtle, which he purpoſed ro inhabit with Englifh; angto 
that intent had written many letters to his friendes in Eng - 
landto furniſh him with Tennants rotake the ſame landof 
him, Befides all this,fuch was the eſtimation of his integritie 
both towards Prince and Countriezthat th6ſe parres where 
he 1nbabited being knowne to be ſauage and barbatous, & 
the people verierudeand irreguler,he was thought worthy 
not aboue a fortnight before the lamentable & treacherous 
ſurpriſing of rhe caſtleof Kilmore, & the cirticof Derry, to 
meet at the Zefferd with Sir Richard Hanſard,captaine Hart, * 
Captainc Yawghan,and other Commils:oners, abour refor- 
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mation of the abuſes of that Countrey : and the eſtabli- 
ſhiag ofcertaine rules concerning the affaires , and ſeruice 
of his Maieſtiz , whereof they had lately before receaued 
dirc&Qtions from the Lord Depury : As namely the elefting 
and (wearing of Conſtables , the ſuppreſsing of certaine 
wilde VV oad-karnes ( which rhis Rebell complained his 
owae Tenants did harbour) and the appeaſing of a'con- 
trouctfic berweene two neighbours, that did ariſe by the 
fieringof an houlc nere Sir Carey , and withia his Coun- 
LLic. 

Theſe intercourles of buſines and contraQtes of other 
friendſhips andamitic, were free from the leaſt doube and 
ſurmiſc ofanytreacheric : But he thatalwaiescarried ia his 
hcact an inward »nd ſecret infe&ion of malice and cnuie, 
intended alſo that his ation ſhould giue inſtance chereof a+ 
gainſt Captaine Harzs(cecuritic: For dinner being done, (to 
* which Captaine. Hort was fo folemaly inuited) and the 
time ſo farre ouer paſt , that the approach of night 
ſummoned him and his companic home to his charge, 
Captain Hart beginning to take his leaue , and to gue 
hearty thankes for the enertainement hee had receiued: 
Adougherty changed the coppic of his countenance , and 
(calling him aſide; pretending to ſpeake a worde or rwo 
with him in priuate)rold him , that this was bur a traineto 
intrappc him , anda fairc and ſwecte be mag 46s drawe 
ona foule and ſharpe concluſion , That he had receiued 
many diſgraces from the Raga , and cſpccially from Sir 
George Pawlet goucrnour of the Derry,wherothe meant cre 
long to be reuenged : Which words werenoſooner yt- 
rered , but certainearmed men( placed before to that pur- 
Captaine Hart, and 
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luer yp the Caltle of Kilmore , he ſhould ſee his wifeand 
lictle childe kild before bis face , and him ſelfe and ſuch as 
were inthe Caſtle , ſhould pay the price of his deniall, euen . 
with their deereſt bloodes., 

Captaine Hars was nothing daunted or diſcouraged at 
this ſodaine altcration , or with this Rebelles thicats and 
menacings , but was armed with a loyall reſoluriontoabyde 
any tyrauncus crueltie that hee could fit vpon hims 
Prefcrring his owne honeſty , andthe dury hee owed 10 bis 
Soucraigpe, andto the wcltare of kis Country , beforethe 
lite ether ot him ſelfe , his wite or children, or any other pri» 
vate reſpe&s : defiing the Rebell and bis threars to bus face, 
andchofing rather 1odierhen to yeeld ro fuch a villaty:
